These are ex cerpts fro m letters written 
fro m inside Russia to Radio Liberty , o ne

Unlike Radio Free Euro pe, which beams 
its bro adcasts to fiv e Eastern Euro pean sat­ 
ellites, o r the U.S. go v ernment-spo nso red 
Vo ice o f America, which presents the o f­ 
ficial American image aro und the wo rld, 
Radio Liberty co ncentrates o n Russia itself 
to tell its peo ple what Prav da, Izv estia o r 
Radio Mo sco w co nceal o r disto rt. 
Radio Liberty Co mmittee is a gro up o f 
U.S. citizens who hav e suppo rted the o v er­ 
seas bro adcast activ ities fo r the past 11 
y ears. Fo rmer Presidents Harry S. Tru­ 
man and Dwight D. Eisenho wer are ho n­ 
o rary chairmen. 
Mo re than 200 fo rmer So v iet citizens 
prepare and deliv er the bro adcasts, which 
are made in 17 languages and dialects o f 
the So v iet Unio n fro m statio ns in Spain, 
West Germany and Fo rmo sa. 
These statio ns hav e a co mbined po wer 
o f 1,8 40,000 watts; six transmitting to w­ 
ers in Spain are as high as the Washing­ 
to n Mo nument. Radio Liberty needs this 
po wer to pierce a massiv e electro nic cur­ 
tain thro wn up by hundreds o f Russian 
jamming statio ns.

Say s Ho wland H. Sargeant, a fo rmer 
State Department o fficial and president o f 
the co mmittee, “ Co nsidering the risks and 
the po stal censo rship, o ne letter fro m the 
U.S.S.R. is equiv alent to a tho usand fro m 
a free co untry .” 


A RULE FOR SAFETY 
The truism ex pressed in the o ld saw', 
“ Accidents will happen,” is matched by 
the mo re ho peful truism that who le areas 
o f accident po ssibility can be ruled o ut 
thro ugh fo resight. To illustrate it: It can 
be said catego rically that, ex cept in the 
rarest o f emergency situatio ns, no parent 
need ev er lay his family o pen to the kind 
o f accident that may result w’hen small 
children are left alo ne. 
The specifics o f the danger are no t hard 
to imagine. 'To ddlers hav e great capacity 
to “ get into things” —such things as po iso n­ 
o us ho useho ld cleaning fluids, medicines, 
matches, scalding water left o n the sto v e. 
One o ften reads that a ho use fire was 
caused by children play ing with matches 
while their mo ther had go ne to the co rner 
sto re fo r butter, o r was o ff hav ing co ffee 
with a neighbo r. So metimes the fire is 
caught in time; so metimes the to ts are 
fo und huddled to gether in death behind a 
bed o r in a clo set. One reads, to o , o f o ther 
kinds o f accidents happening while parents 
are absent. 
There is a simple prev entiv e fo r such 
tragedy . Let parents fo llo w' the rule that 
they will nev er—repeat, nev er—leav e small 
children at ho me alo ne. This will no t bar 
all accidents, but it do es cheat fate o f 
many temptatio ns.

W A SH IN G TO N (N E A )— N ow it is Fidel C as­ 
tro and Yugoslavia's P resident Tito w ho are re­ 
ported to be feuding over the proper “Revolu- 
j tionary strategy ’ in Latin Am erica. 
T heir q uarrel, according to U.S. intelligence, 
has increased the confusion th a t already ex ists 
in the Red world as 
a result of the conflict be­ 
tween Russia and China. 
C astro apparently continues to hope th a t his 
ty pe of revolution with all its ex tre m ism will 
; continue to serve as 
a model for the rest of Latin 
America. 
Since the dem ise of P resident G oulart and his 
Red partisans in Brazil, C uba's bearded dictator 
has been try ing desperately to regain his im age of 
Latin America's Com m unist hero. 
H e has been pressing h ard for the resum ption 
of terrorism and guerrilla w a rfa re in the Carib­ 
bean countries, especially in oil-rich Venezuela. 
This, however, is co ntrary to R ussia’s current 
• go-slow strategy in Latin America, which is also 
backed by Tito. The Yugoslav president is said 
to ha' e w arned C astro against using the “adven­ 
turis t” tactics of Red China's Mao T se-tung. 
At the recent Cairo conference of “unaligned” 
nations. Tito even charged openly that C astro and 
Indonesia's President S uk arno were against Mos­ 
cow's policy of peaceful coex istence. He hinted 
strongly that they were " ne utra l” on the side of 
Red China. 
This was followed up w ith a sharp a tta c k by 
Yugoslavia’s official 
new spaper 
Politika, 
which 
said bluntly th at C astro’s policy of terro rism and 
arm ed struggle in Venezuela w as a failure since 
most people refused to back it. 
Because 
of 
Cuba's 
'adventurist” 
policy 
in 
Venezuela, Politika said, the ex trem e left in that 
country was being increasingly isolated. 
C astro's press, in turn, derided Tito's attitude 
as “hostile, insulting, disloy al and harm ful to 
C uba.” 
As seen by specialists on Latin Am erica, the 
C astro-T ito feud, like most such q uarrels among 
secondary leaders in the Red world, m erely re­ 
flects the conflict between the two Com m unist 
giants, Russia and Red China. 
As in most L atin A m erican countries, the Reds 
in Venezuela are also badly split betw een ad­ 
herents of Mao T se-tung’s revolutionary b rink ­ 
m anship and Moscow’s “peaceful coex istence.” 
T he election of pro-W estern P resident Lconi 
in D ecem ber 19 64 and the failure of the pro-C astro 
te rro rists to keep him from taking office has led 
to considerable soul-searching and m aneuvering 
w ithin 
Venezuela's 
ex trem e 
left. 
F or 
several 
m onths guerrilla w arfare in Venezuela cam e to a 
virtual stop. 
However, according to U.S. intelligence, the 
Reds’ arm ed a tta c k s are about, to be resumed. 
E. Gallego’s, the Com m unist leader w ho works 
closely with Fidel Castro, is known to have re­ 
turned recently from China w ith orders to renew 
guerilla w arfare against P resident Leoni’s regime. 
This is believed to be the reason for T ito’s 
w arning to Fidel Castro. 
Will the Russians and th e ir Yugoslav ally con­ 
tinue to support C astro and the Venezuelan te r­ 
rorists? 
It is the concensus of specialists on com m u­ 
nism 
that should Venezuela’s Reds succeed in 
launching serious terrorist activity . Moscow and 
Yugoslavia are likely to add their open support 
to th a t of Cuba and Red C hina — if only to keep 
up w ith Mao Tse-tung. 


Your Denial Health 


Classic Case o f Dead To o th 
Tells Sto ry o f Its Demise

D e a r D octor: “In a w restling m atch about 
10 m onths ago, m y son R icky got hit in the face 
w ith an elbow. 
N o teeth w ere broken, but one 
of his front teeth became sensitive to hot and 
cold. 
Even cool air hurts. 
"H e couldn’t bite into any thing, either. After 
a few weeks it got better, but recently I noticed 
th a t the tooth is dark. 
Mrs. M.” 
This sto ry is so ty pica l, it’s a “ tex tbo o k" 
a cco unt o f w ha t usually happens to a to o th 
tha t receiv es a v io lent sho ck. 
First, sensi­ 
tiv ity to ho t and co ld, and, so m etim es to 
biting pressure; seco nd, gradual relief fro m 
all 
sy mpto ms, 
and 
then 
disco lo ra tio n 
and 
a bscess. 
This gam ut of sy m ptom s takes from a few 
w eeks to a y ear or more. 
By the time the den­ 
tist discovers the discolored tooth, painful sy m p­ 
toms have long since disappeared. 
T h e response to his "W as y our tooth injured?" 
is often hazy , because the patient has forgotten 
all about the accident. 
W’hen a tooth gets dark, it m eans the nerve 
has died. 
This happens from causes o th er than 
injury , too. 
But when a sound tooth loses its 
translucency and acq uires a y ellowish o r reddish- 
brown tint, it usually indicates previous injury . 
T he change in color is produced by hem or­ 
rhage of blood vessels inside the tooth and de­ 
struction of the nerve. 
Besides history and clinical appearance, den­ 
tists determ ine if the tooth is alive by using spe­ 
cial electrical pulp testers. 
T h e tester is p retty 
ac curate in showing if the nerve is dead and the 
tooth abscessed. 
In the final analy sis an X -ray picture is nec­ 
essary to m ake diagnosis m ore certain. 
W’hen perm anent teeth become abscessed be­ 
cause of injury , th ere is a good chance of saving 
them. 
In R icky ’s ty pe of case, a small opening is 
m ade into the nerve canal from the back of the 
tooth. 
Ho ld o n, no w! 
It do esn’t hurt — the 
nerv e is dead. 
T hrough this opening, root canal th era p y is 
done: the abscess is drained, the canal cleaned 
out and sterilized, and then filled with a m aterial 
called gutta-percha. 
Color of these darkened teeth can he light­ 
ened sometim es by use of ox idizing agents. 
But 
bleaching can m ak e teeth brittle and increases 
their chances of breaking. 
A tooth th at has been injured should he ex ­ 
am ined freq uently and X -ray ed periodically , to 
check on its condition until 
a reasonable time 
afte r the accident.

ap rons; fees p aid to an emp loy­ 
ment agency. 
Internal Revenue regulations 
also p rovide that you may deduct 
here all ordinary and necessary 
business ex p ense for which you 
have not been reimbursed 
by 
your emp loyer, together with all 
such 
ex p enses 
connected 
with 
the p roduction or collection of 
income, or for the management 
and p rotection of p rop erty held 
for the p roduction of income. 
This means that if in the p er­ 
formance of ycur work you sub­ 
scribe to trade p ap ers, technical 
journals or p rofessional p ublica­ 
tions you may deduct such costs. 
Investors who rent a safety 
dep osit box for the p rotection 
of their securities may deduct 
the rental as well as the cost 
of subscrip tions to any financial 
p ublications they may consult in 
handling their investments.

On Ma jor Crimes 
Report of State

announced today that 20,069 per­ 
sons were arrested for major 
crimes in New York State dur­ 
ing 
the 
three-month 
period, 
July-Septcmber 1964. 
This

continues 
the 
trend in arrests at record levels, 
exceeding the previous high of 
January-M arch 1964 by nearly 
one per cent. All geographical 
areas contributed to the quar­ 
terly 
increases, 
averaging 
4 8 
per cent over April-Juno 1964 
and 16.1 per cent above the third 
quarter of 
1963 
The greatest 
percentage advance occurred in 
the 
22 
larger 
upstate 
cities, 
largely because of a sizeable 
number 
of 
arrests 
on 
riot 
charges in the City of Rochester 
during July. 
19.4 Pc Increase 
Total arrests for the first nine 
months of 1964 rose 19.4 per 
cent 
over 
January - September 
1963, with similar increases re­ 
ported 
throughout 
tho 
state. 
This 
continued 
upward 
trend 
partially reflects youth popula­ 
tion 
increases 
resulting 
from 
the sharp post-war rise in birth 
rates. 
During July-September, 1964, 
arrests of youths showed only 
modest increases over the pre­ 
ceding quarter, except for the 22 
larger cities that were affected by 
the rise in arrests for riot. Adult 
advances were somewhat higher 
except for a drop in the 39 small­ 
er cities. Figures for youths were 
17.6 per cent above the third 
quarter of 1963 and adults were 
15 6 per cent greater; New York 
City registered the greater rise 
among youths, while Upstate had 
the larger percentage increase 
for adults. 
Total figuies for the first nine 
months of 
1964 exceeded 
the 
January-September 1963 total by 
19 per cent for youths and 19 5 
per cent for adults, with both 
groups having comparable per­ 
centage increases in each major 
subdivision of the State.

29.5 per cent of all arrests. 
For the state as a whole, all 
but one of the 21 crime cate­ 
gories recorded a larger volume 
of arrests for January-Septem­ 
ber 1964 than for the first nine 
months of 1963.

Among youths under 21. 
the largest increases occurred in 
arreits for narcotic drug viola 
lions and auto theft. Adult ad­

The 20.069 arrests for the cur­ 
rent quarter include 65 arrests 
that were late receipts for prior 
quarters. Data on major crimes

fingerprint rectords submitted by 
law to the Department on per­ 
sons arrested and charged with 
either a felony or one of the 
offenses specified in Section 552 
of the Code of Criminal Pro­ 
cedure.

The Department received and 
processed 12.947 reports during 
July-September 
1964 
on 
the 
court disposition of arrests for 
major crimes Of those cases 
57.6 per cent were convicted on 
either the original charge or a 
reduced charge and 42.4 per cent 
were not convicted The convic­ 
tion rate for the third quarter 
of 1964 was below that for Janu* 
ary-September 1964 with both 
New York City and Upstate con­ 
tributing to the lower rates for 
adults and youths.
